17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior und/ar exterior) 


The four-bay facade has a left center entry protected by a full-height 
Tuscan-columned porch topped by a pedimented peak. The porch has a 
plain rail and turned balusters. First and second floor door openings 
are shallow segmental-arched anf are outlined by a sawtooth course of 
yellow brick; windows are flat-arched with stone sills and splayed 
lintels in yellow brick. Walls are laid up in common bond with 
Flemish variation; small quoins of yellow brick are found at either 
front corner. The attic story is clad in wood shingles. Side ele- 
vations feature segmental-arched windows and cross-gable wall dormers.
